DEVASTATION IN 
CITY EXTENSIVE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 — 
j 
President Roosevelt told the na­ 
tion tonight that it was “glorious” 
to have his birthday utilized for 
a national campaign against the 
scourge of infantile paralysis. 
He thanked contributors to the 
new national foundation for in­ 
fantile paralysis in an address 
broadcast from the white house. 
His message was directed espe­ 
cially to those attending 15,000 
balls throughout the country, cele­ 
brating 
his 
fifty-six th 
birthday 
tomorrow, and to tens of thous­ 
ands of others who had sent coin 
contributions directly to the white 
house. 
“ My heart goes out in gratitude 
to the whole American people to­ 
night,” the president said, “for 
we have found a common cause in 
presenting a solid front against 
an insidious but deadly enemy.” 
“One touch of nature makes the 
whole world kin,” Mr. Roosevelt 
said. 
“And that kinship, which 
hum an suffering evokes, is per­ 
haps the closest of all, for we 
know that those who work to help 
the suffering find true spiritual 
fellowship in that labor of love.” 
Co mba t Disea se 
The president said the contri­ 
butions made in these “birthday” 
campaigns would be turned over 
to the foundation. 
He said that 
since the first public celebrations 
of his birthday in 19 34, hundreds 
of localities had been provided 
facilities to combat the disease. 
Outlining ex pectations for the fu­ 
ture, Mr. Roosevelt continued: 
“ We ex pect through scientific 
research, through epidemic first 
aid, through dissemination of the 
knowledge of care and treatment, 
through the provision of funds H* 
centers where the disease may be 
combatted through the most en­ 
lightened method and practice to 
help men and women and especi­ 
ally children in every part of the 
land.” 
Mr. Roosevelt suffered an at­ 
tack of infantile paralysis 17 years 
£ go. 
His personal physician, Dr. Ross 
T. Mclntire, said today that the 
president is “in fine shape.” Since 
he took office in 19 33, his weight 
has varied not more than two 
pounds from his normal 184, Mc­ 
lntire reported.

added.

Hamilton 
sitting nearby. Dr. Frank enun­ 
ciated a five-point creed he de­ 
scribed as ex i)ressivc of the mood 
in which the party should ap­ 
proach its responsibilities. 
He said, “the Republican party 
must ground its program for busi­ 
ness, industry, labor and agricul­ 
ture on the economics of plcntv 
which will result in more goods 
at lower prices to take the place 
of the New Deal economics of 
scarcity which is resulting in few­ 
er goods at higher prices and, 
for all the ballyhoo attending it, 
is leading us away from ralb.er 
than towards the abundant life.

SEGNI, Italy, Jan. 29 — The 
worst munitions 
factory 
ex plo­ 
sion in Italy’s recent history to­ 
day killed at least 15 workers and 
injured hundreds oi others, leav- 
gin Scgni’s business section devas­ 
tated as by an earthquake. 
Nine 
died in the ex plosion and six died 
in hospitals later. 
Firemen loling to ex tinguish the 
fierce flames in the powder plant 
ruins were certain they would 
find additional bodies when the 
heat and acrid fumes were quelled 
enough to permit thorough search. 
Soldiers, police and fire fighters 
were the only occupants of the 
shattered area in this town of 10,- 
000 inhabitants, 38 miles south­ 
east of Rome. 
Residents were 
forced to evacuate their homes, 
many of them damaged beyond 
repair. 
The first of three ex plosions 
came at 7:35 
a. m., spreading 
panic. 
A second 
ex plosion 
15 
minutes later was followed by a 
terrific blast at 8:03 which dcs- 
tioyed the munitions plant. 
Resi­ 
dence roofs crashed, injuring the 
householders 
indoors. 
Outside 
stairways 
collapsed 
and 
doors 
splintered from their hinges. All 
clocks in Segni were stopped. 
The ex plosions ceased after the 
third one, but flames spread un­ 
derground where tons of wool 
used in making high ex plosives 
were stored. 
Authorities feared 
further blasts and kept all but 
lescLie workers a mile from the 
smoking debris. 
Police lines held back wives 
and mothers searching for miss­ 
ing relatives. 
One hysterical girl 
broke through, but was led back 
by guards. 
Alusso lini To Scene 
Premier 
Mussolini, 
who 
had 
been attending the wedding of 
his niece in Rome, arrived to sur­ 
vey the wreckage, but accepted 
the advice of guards not to go 
beyond a point of safety. 
All roads into Segni were closed 
to ordinary traffic to make way 
lor fire-fighting apparatus, am bu­ 
lances, truckloads of troops, phy­ 
sicians and trucks carrying m ed­ 
ical supplies. 
The factory had been built w ith­ 
in the last six years to speed 
Italy’s vast arm am ent program. 
The powder plant was built al­ 
most entirely underground. 
Several other buildings in which 
fertilizers and chemical products 
were manufactured stood within 
a mile radius of the ex plosions. 
All were damaged so ex tensively 
that work was halted. 
Scgni’s main residential section 
is more than two miles from the 
scene of the blast. 
An 
official 
communique 
said 
the factory employed 6,000 work­ 
men. 
A total of 12,000 are em ­ 
ployed m plants of the vicinity. 
The plant's superintendent told

The num ber of injured was set 
at 200 by Red Cross figures but 
many others were known to ha\ e 
been hurt though they did not re­ 
quire hospital attention.
